Ramos, better known to. his 
friends as Carl, did not believe in 
keeping his saloon open on Sunday, 
even when it was customary, but 
he felt he owed something to his 
steady customers, so each Sunday 
he opened his doors between 11 a. 
m. and noon, and again between 
4:30 p.-m. and 5:30. p. m. 

Some years after he had closed 
the doors of the famous saloon with 
the advent of prohibition in 1919, 
famos consented to give out the 
recipe for the famous gin fizz, and 
it is reproduced here éxactly as it 
came fro mthe lips of its orig sina- 
tor:

KIRKSVILLE, Mo. Sept. 20.— 
An inventory of the Bank of Will- 
mathsville has been completed by 
L. L. Vaughn, special Commission- 
er in charge of affairs, who has 
filed it with County Recorder Nan- 
nie Barker. According to the in- 
ventory, there does not appear to 


be much prospect of realizing any- 
thing for the depositors, as only 
$7966.61 worth of notes was fotind 
in the case in the vault. 

If the bank had any cther assets, 
they were destroyed by the fire 
which destroyed the building. 

All of the other notes which had 
been given to the bank either were 
held as collateral by other banks 
that had made loans to the Bank 
of Willmathsville, or were in en- 
velopes addressed to officers in 
other banks. The inventory shows 
that the bank had borrowed prac- 
tically all it could on the notes that 
it held. 

Notes Held by Other Banks. 

The State Savings Loan and 
Trust Co. of Quincy, I111., holds $31,- 
627 worth of notes for loans of 
$29,000, and the Farmers State 
Bank of Greentop holds $7519.50 in 
notes for a $5000 loan, 

Notes amounting to°$2425 were 
found in an envelope for W. lL. 
Young, cashier of the Farmers 
State Bank of Greentop. Two other 
envelopes containing notes amount- 
ing respectively to $8501.75 and 
$7355, were addressed to C. L. 
Mays, assistant cashier of the State 
Savings Loan and Trust 

Conimissioner Veughn stated that 
there were some duplications in 
the notes by release or renewal, 
and that these probably . totaled 
$10,000. The total of all notes 
found and reported by holding 
banks, without allowance for du- 
plications, is $58,039.86. 

$2.82 Found in Safe, 

In the bank's safe were found a 
nickel and 277 pennies. The cash 
shortage, according to the inven- 
tory, is $4162.66. 

The records show $4031.83 to be 
due from other banks. 

According to the sworn state- 
ment of Lloyd E. Thompson, the 
cashier, made on April 12, 1928, the 
bank then owned 520 acres of land 
in Schuyler County, which was 
carried as a $12,000 asset, support- 
ing an encumbrance of $15,404. 

The bank building was insured 
against fire for $6000. It is pos- 
sible this may be collected. The 
bank also carried $5000 burglary 
insurance, which would cover the 
theft of the $4162.66, said to have 
been in the bank at the time of the 
robbery and bu-ning of.the build- 
ing. 

However, since Cashier Thomp- 
son is charged with the embezzle- 
ment of $500 which he drew in 
Kirksville the morning of the day 
of the fire, and that the alleged 
depositor of $3500 on the afternoon 
of the fire is considered by officers 
to be “non-existent,” difficulty is 
expected in collecting the burglary 
insurance.
